Paris, April 3.—A German attack 
south of Moreuil last night was re- 
pulsed by the French fire and the 
enemy was unable to gain a footing in 
any part of the French positions, the 
war office announced, except at one 
point. The French also broke up a 
German attack near Bollot and gained 
ground north of Plemot. 

The statement follows: 

“On the front between the Somme

A series of incendiary fires has made 
Tom Varner, a negro, and his family, 
of Vinings, Ga., homeless three times 
within the past twenty days.

Tracks leading away from 
the scene of the most recent fire led in 
the direction of her home, although 
they were a man’s tracks. Persistent, 
however, that he was on the right trail 
Jarman went to the woman’s house 
Wednesday to question her, but upon 
discovery that she was wearing a pair 
of man’s shoes he took her into cus- 
tody.

“Coal prices in the United States are 
to be reduced—and that speedily. But 
do not wait a minute on that account. 
If you do not buy your next winter's 
coal now you will have no coal next 
winter.” : 

This, in tabloid form, was the mes- 
sage of L. A. Snead, assistant to the 
United States fuel administrator who 
drove home to State Fuel Administra- 
tor Hardman and a number of repre- 
sentatives of county and city commit- 
tees of Georgia, on Wednesday some 
pertinent facts about the coal situation. 
The purpose of: the conference held at 
the state capitol was to familiarize the 
local administrators with government 
rules and regulations soon to obtain 
in thia state. 

. Mr. Snead declared that the turmoil 
‘of the winter of 1917 is to be repeated 
next winter unless purchasers of coal 
fly .te the breach and make their pur- 
chases early. 

He said that it would be possible for 
the national administration to make 
further decreases in price and that the 
decreases at the mines would be an- 
nounced within this week. He said 


that there positively would be no re- 
duction later in the summer; that all 
reductions will be made now and speéd- 


y. 

He put the question up to Atlanta 
people—and Georgia people—not from 
the standpoint of their patriotism so 

‘much as the standpoint of their person- 
al well-being. If coal is needed next 
winter, he said, it must be purchased 
now or done without. The strain of 
war demands will take what the mines 
would normally produce and only an 
influx of orders now will stimulate 
the mines of the nation to produce all 
the coal possible.

LOYALTY WINS. 

Tuesday was a cold day for the proGer- 
man disloyalists in America. 

Wherever there was an election held upon 
that day loyalty to the administration and 
America’s war policies was the “paramount 
issue,” and, in the light of returns available 
at this writing, in not a precinct did the 
“antis” win! 

In Wisconsin, where pro-Germanism has 
béen most conspicuous by reason of the 
prominence ,of its leadership, out-and-out 
Americanism achieved its most notable vic- 
tory of the day. While it appears that the 
democratic nominee for United States sena- 
tor was defeated, even though personally in- 
dorsed by the president, nevertheless the 
man who was elected to represent that nor- 
mally overwhelmingly republican state is a 
republican whose Americanism and loyalty 
to the administration since our belligerency 
was declared has never been questioned. 

In point of patriotism there was little, if 
any, disparity between the platform of 
Davies, the democratic nominee, and that of 
Lenroot; and the one owes his triumph over 
the other solely to normally partisan senti- 
ment, which, in Wisconsin, is traditionally 
republican. Yet, at that, the republicans 
showed a marked loss of polling strength. 

But, its senatorial candidate having met 
with defeat in the primaries, and, deter- 
mined upon a test of strength in the general 
election, the anti-administration, proGer- 
man element, headed by La Follette, cen- 
tered its forces upon winning in the judi- 
ciary. Therefore, the real significance in 
the Wisconsin elections is in.the contest 
between Charles H. Crownhart, backed by 
La Follette and his united following, and 
Marvin B. Rosenberry, non-partisan, and 
backed only by the united loyalist elements 
of all parties, for the supreme court judge- 
ship. Rosenberry’s triumph speaks the senti- 
ment of the state. 

In the senatorial race, Victor Berger, 
whose platform called for an immediate 
abandonment of the war, and who received 
the vigorous support of the anti-administra- 
tion, pro-Germanists, as against either of 
the other two nominees, was left far behind 
—just how far, final returns only will show. 
And the big vote received by him repre- 
sented largely the German vote of the state. 

The aldermanic contest in Chicago was 
fought out along lines greatly similar to 
those obtaining in the Wisconsin campaign; 
and there every socialist candidate was de- 
feated, 33 socialists runniu.g in the 35 wards 
holding elections. Furthermore, every can- 
didate bearing the indorsement of Mayor 
William Hale. Thompson, who has been 
openly and notoriously anti-administration 
and pro-German, was overwhelmingly de 
feated! -« 

An administration democrat was elected 
to congress from the fourth congressional 
district of Illinois, over a republican and a 
socialist nominee; and in the municipal 
election in Kansas City a democrat defeated 
a republican for mayor. 

All in all, there was little anywhere in 
last Tuesday’s voting from which the pro- 
German, anti-administrationist’s forces may 
extract courage or cheer. 

The day marked a distinct triumph for 
Americanism. 


A COMMENDABLE COURSE. 


The Atlanta Gas Light company is to be 
commended for its promptness in acceding 
to the request of the state railroad commis- 
sion to refund to its patrons a fair percent- 
age of the money collected for an admit- 
tedly inferior grade of gas during the months 
of January and February. 

While it was clearly proven that condi- 
tions over which the company had no con- 
trol rendered the company almost powerless 
to produce gas of standard quality during 
those months; and, while the railroad .com- 
mission, by its own admission, was without 
legal power to compel a refund of any part 
of the money the gas consumers paid for 
such inferior service, the company an- 
nounces its willingness to abide by the com- 
mission’s judgment. 

Undoubtedly the matter could have been 
taken into the courts and dragged along to 
interminable length; but the gas light com- 
pany did the right thing by voting the re- 
fund asked for, thus putting an end to the 
contention. 

The action of the company is the more to 
be commended in that the commission was 
admittedly without authority to enforce its 
judgment. 


THE WRONG TRACK. 


In Chicago the other day an unkempt, 
decrepit, woozy individual that was once a 
man, shuffled up to the police court bar of 
justice to answer to the charge of “drunk and 
abusive.” 

The clerk thought he recognized the pris- 
oner as the once famous Grover Fuller, at 
one time dean of the jockeys and near to the 
heart of sportsdom both in this country and 
abroad. Although not a trace of the trim, 
sleek, lithe and alert little Grover Fuller 
could be seen in the trembling wreck that 
stood in the dock, the poor fellow admitted 
his identity—admitted that he was at one 
time in his life the Grover Fuller who piloted 
many a horse over the line to victory in the 
Derbys throughout America and England, 
and who was “wined and dined” and honored 
as a hero by sports, kings and royalty.

WHO SHALL GIVE THE HEALTH 
TIFICATE? 


When the state of Wisconsin first at- 
tempted to put in force the law requiring 
health certificates from candidates for mat- 
rimony the politicians managed to hang a 
joker on the law fixing the fee of the doctor 
for such eertificate at some ridiculous sti- 
pend like $5. No laboratory technician will 
make a blood test for syphilis for less than 
that. Therefore the doctors were expected 
to donate their services at q loss. So the 
law didn’t pan out well. The'Wisconsin leg- 
islature merely made Wisconsin look ridicu- 
lous. 

But supposing the doctor is reasonably 
compensated for his professional service, is 
he in a position to give a certificate of free- 
dom from communicable disease? Not always. 

Why, there are lots of doctor enjoying 
large practices and bearing fine reputations, 
yet possessing no microscope and unable to 
make the necessary tests for such a certifi- 
cate. There are lots more who have the best 
of microscopes and are quite capable of mak- 
ing any necessary bacteriological examina- 
tions; yet they have not the skill to deter- 
mine the presence of latent or smouldering 
gonorrhea when the man wishes to conceal 
the fact of his infection. 

If the bridegroom's health certificate is 
to become the defense of the family we hope 
for, there is no way out of the difficulty but 
to have competent specialists in each com- 
munity appointed to issue such certificates. 
Not appointed in the loose and indiscriminate 
way that pension examiners and medical 
members ‘of draft boards are appointed, but 
named from a list certified by the recog- 
nized medical society or organized medical 
profession of the district. 

I am bold enough to call myself a doctor 
of average skill in general practice. I have 
a microscope and know how to use it for 
ordinary bacteriological examinations. Yet 
I am not competent to determine with cer- 
tainty whether young John Jones, who in- 
voluntarily submits to examination, is abso- 
lutely free from communicable disease of 
this nature. Without repeated observation 
I should feel a little doubtful of my nega- 
tive findings I lack the skill that comes 
from large experience in such practice. But 
there are plenty of good doctors who devote 
their attention exclusively to such diseases, 
and to one of these the prospective bride- 
groom should be referred for expert opinion. 
That may be annoying to the young man. 
But what is a little annoyance as compared 
with health insurance for a young wife? 
If it is annoying, charge the annoyance up 
to our legal and social indorsement of the 
“double standard” of morals.

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 iGor: Foch. Brilliant Tactician 
And Skillful Leader of Men 


(From The New York Herald.) 

General Ferdinand Foch is of Basque or- 
igin.: He was born at Tarbee in 1851, but 
was raised at Metz. Rather than become & 
German after the annexation of Lorraine 
he preferred to return to France and help 
to prepare France for her revenge for the 
taking of Alsace-Lorraine. 


He entered the Polytechnic school with the 
number 72. He left it the forty-fifth of his 
class—a rank that was not considered as 
justifying hopes of a great future. He 
never dagzled by hie brilliance, but he showed 
that wonders could be accomplished by ap- 
plication. He never ceased study except to 
teach. . 

Foch began by mastering the strategy of 
the war of 1870 in its minutest details. 
Knowing the mentality of the Germans he 
counted upon their repeating in future con- 


flicts the maneuvers that had succeeded. He | 


also expected them to make some of the old 
mistakes. In his teachings at the Superior 
War school and in his writings he held al- 
ways to the idea of an inevitable aggression 
by Germany, sprung with lightning-like ra- 
pidity, after long premeditation and most 
minute preparation—the swift thunderbolt 
of the opening to develop into a struggle of 
colossal proportions. 

To parry the blow General-Foch said re- 
Peatedly France must have a staff work- 
ing in the same direction, practising the 
same doctrines under a vigorous and au- 
dacious chief, shirking no _ responsibility, 
preserving the equilibrium of his mind and 
the force of his intelligence under formidable 
difficulties. and exercising without hesitation 
the most redoubtable rights over his subor- 
dinates. 

General Foch foresaw General Joffre as 
clearly as he foresaw the war of 1914 arising 
from the same motives as the war of 1870 and 
developing with the same objective—Paris. 
He thought he saw quite as clearly a differ- 
ent issue and it would be difficult to esti- 
mate the value of the service he rendered 
to France by communicating his confidence 
to the young officers. His work at the Su- 
perior War school contributed largely to the 
perfection of the French army which, if less 
“disciplined” than the German army was 
held by him to be far better ‘‘educated.” 


Becomes General in 1907. 


The stars of a general were given to him 
in 1907 and the command of the Superior 
War school, where he left his mark as pro- 
fessor. Preferring a more active command, 
he resigned in 1912 and commanded success- 
ively the Eighth and Twentieth army corps, 
and proved that he was one of the few mili- 
tary writers or professors who also was an 
efficient handler of men in the field. 

The war found General Foch at Nancy, 
the headquarters of the Twentieth corps. His 
corps was attached to General Castelnau’s 
army and he was selected to command a new 
army concentrating behind the center of the 
forces marching to the Belgian frontier to 
meet the Germans. 

This army was not ready in time to take 
part in the Battle of Charleroi, but is con- 
tributed singularly to the victory of the 
Marne. General Foch’s 120,000 men, holding 


the center in that struggle, had before them 
nearly 200,000, including the Prussian Guard, 
and at times the pressure was so great that 
it seemed the thin line must break. 

- “They are so frantic in their attacks,” 
said General Foch, “it must be that things 
are going badly with them elsewhere. So 
let’s hold on.” 

At another stage of the struggle aides 
came up with the disquieting news that both 
the right and left wings had been obliged to 
give ground. 

“In that case,” said General Foch, “there's 
nothing to do but smash them in the cen- 


ter. Order up the Moors.” 

General Dubois, with the Moors on the 
left, smashed the Germans so hard in the 
center that the Prussian Guard was thrown 
back upon and into the St. Gond marshes. 
Von Hausen’s right wing was obliged to re- 
tire in unison, and Foch was able to re- 
establish his line. 

After the Moroccan riflemen by three fu- 
rious charges had captured the chateau of 
Mondement, reports brought by aviators 
showed that in their retirement the forces of 
Von Buelow had lefta gap between their left 
wing and Von Hausen’s right. It was by 
promptly profiting from this situation in 
massing his troops against Von Hausen’s ex- 
posed flank that General Foch disengaged 
General Langle de Cary’s troops on his right 
and contributed largely to the defeat of the 
German army. 

After the battle of the Marne General 
Foch received command of a group of armies 
operating in the north of Franch and pro- 
moted to grand officer in the Legion of Hon- 
or. King George conferred upon him the Or- 
der of the Bath, first class. 

Simple of Bearing. 

Tall, thin, elegant, with a fine head and 
features, General Foch is simple of bearing 
but authoritative. From his gray eyes shine 
the intelligence and will-power of a real 
chief. In conservation he shows his military 
training by directing the course of his talk 
like maneuvers. 

When in May of last year General Joffre 
was succeeded in the command of the French 
armies by Henri Philippe Petain and General 
Nivelle was placed in command of a group 
of armies, General Foch succeeded Petain 
as chief of the general staff of the min- 
istry of war, a post he has held up to the 
present, all the while working diligently 
upon the strategic movesin which the French 
have been so successful. In addition, he 
has taken part in conferences between the 
military leaders of the entente powers and 
also with General Pershing, the American 
commander-in-chief. On the formation of 
the inter-allied military committee he was 
appointed a member of that body and later 
attended the meetings of the supreme war 
council in Versailles. 

For some time it has been hinted that 
General Foch might be appointed head of all 
the allied forces owing to his known ability 
as a tactician and his skill as a leader of 
men. All along he has been impressed with 
the idea that a German victory was impossi- 
ble, and frequently has expressed the opinion 
that the enemy forces never would be able 
to pierce the allied line. 


State Conference of 


War Agencies 


Asked by Council of National Defense 


On his return from the east Governor 
Dorsey, as head of the State Council of De- 
fense, will call together for a round table 
conference the heads of all the war agencies 
in the state to discuss and further systema- 
tize Georgia’s part in the national war pro- 
gram. 

The government calls the meeting on 
recommendation of the Council of National 
War defense, who name as one of the pur- 
poses of the conference that there be a 
complete understanding of the work being 
done and the work the government wishes 
done, thus preventing new lines of work 
being started and organizations created that 
would duplicate unnecessarily those already 
under way. 

It should also bring out instances of du- 
plication or conflict. 

If any such cases are not easily and sat- 
isfactorily cleared up after discussion, then 
the persons concerned should report the facts 
immediately to their superior officers in 
Waghington, who should adjust matters of 
difference, promptly issue instructions and 
information to all concerned.

Washington, April 3.—(Special.)—1In direct 
line with a recent forecast in this column, 
the war department ia now preparing an 
order that ‘will send to the trenches hun- 
dreds of the mahogany desk soldiers who are 
now holding down clerical jobs in the de- 
partments here. I know absolutely that this 
course has been decided upon. 

The men whom this order will affect are 
those who are within the draft age limita- 
tions. The order will provide that every 
commissioned officer in department work in 
Washington, between the ages of 21 and 31, 
shall be especially examined to determine 
technical fitness for the peculiarly technical 
positions where specific training or experi- 
ence is essential. It is planned to finish 
these examinations within a month. An of- 
ficer who is not thus qualified to be of ex- 
pert service to the government by reason of 
this technital training will be assigned to 
the lines, aind reduced to the rank of a pri- 
vate, with the same opportunities to work up 
by showing the qualities of a real soldier 
that other privates have. Those who are 
found, by the examinations, to be of essential 
value as experts in the technical branches, 
will be reassigned to those positions to 
which they are justifiably fitted. 

The desk soldiers, who gre more than $1 
years of age, will be examined, and assigned 
as their qualifications entitle them. 

This order will do more to stop the storm 
of cricitism) that has sprung up all over this 
country than any yet issued. It will recon- 
struct, indeed, the very basis upon which a 
great deal of the criticism has been founded. 
At will be acceptable to a large number 
of the men—not all of them, of course. 

There are a number of brave, loyal boys in 
W ashington, wearing the shoulder straps on 
their khaki, who are not here by choice. 
At the treining school for officers in the re- 
serve corps they were advised to accept com- 
missions in the quartermasters department. 
They did so; although they sought and. 
ferred service as officers in the ‘fighting 
arms. 

These men have been assigned to desk 
positions here. They have come under the 
odium of the storm that has swept the coun- 
try. They are humiliated and will welcome 
the opportunity to don the uniforms of pri- 
vates, shoulder their rifles and get into the 
thickest of the fighting. A majority, on 
the other hand, have sought these desk jobs, 
through comgressional influence, in order to 
evade the draft—or certainly to serve in 
bomb-proof branches. The government, hav- 
ing to frewolutionize its complete depart- 
mental systems, and finding itself in need 
of thousands of helpers—in the confusion 
of the early hours of placing the war depart, 
ment particularly on.a war footing—yielded 
to these influences, and placed hundreds of 
unqualified young men in officers’ uniforms 
and with desk jobs; many of whom, too. 
have scarcely yet determined, in the obscure 
and altering conditions, just what their duties 
are supposed to be. 

The pending order will rectify all of this. 
It is timely. It is wise. This government 
usually does the wise thing; and the admin- 
istration heads are, unquestionably, honest 
and determined to straighten out all the 
kinks as rapidly as possible. 

So, with this order in sight, let’s stop crit- 
icising Uncle Sam on this score and get to 


thinking about something else.

Dr. Claxton Runs 
Into a Hornet’s Nest. 


Dr. P. f Claxton, the United States com- 
missioner fof education, is a mighty good 
man. He is Known in the south &s well as 
any man in government service of equal 
rank. He is a southerner. He was appoint- 
ed, as I remember it, from Knoxville, Tenn. 
But Dr. Cjaxton ran into a hornet’s nest when 
he recently wrote a letter to the president 
of the University of North Dakota in which 
he opposed the elimination of the study of 
the Germanh langusge in the American schools 
and colleges, The letter in the regular 
course of events was sent to the Creel in- 
formation bureau, and it was published in 
the Official Bulletin. Thereupon the storm 
broke. Members of congress went up in the 
air. George Creel said he was away or 
the letter would not have been sanctioned 
to the extent of giving it official publicity. 
The newspapers caught the cue, and began 
to rip the hide off the Tennessean; and the 
storm continues to rage. 

There is little doubt that Dr. Claxton 
most unpopular sentiment in this 
country at this time, and he was particular- 
ly unfortunate in the reasons he assigned. 
He argued that the United States is at war 
with the imperial government of Germany 
and not with the people of Germany as a 
whole, or with the German language. 

That the teaching of German has become 
a dangerous propaganda in the public schools 
is generally recognized, and recent official 
investigations, dealing specifically with the 
activities of the German-American Alliance, 
have demonstrated that in many instances 
in this country the German language and 
German history have been forced into the 
public schools with the deliberate and pre- 
meditated purpose of teaching the greatness 
of everything German, and inferentially the 
smallness, the contemptible smallness, of 
everything American. It is argued that the 
emperor beljeved that. this propaganda had 
been so effective in the United States and 
that German influences were so dominant in 
the United States that he treated this nation 
with almost contemptuous indifference for 
the first two years of the European war, 
believing that the American people were un- 
der the spell of “German kultur.” The crit- 
ies take issue with Dr. Claxton that this is 
not a war on the German people. They de- 
clare the German people have been educated 
in a school of glorification, of ‘Wself-impor- 
of autocracy unlike that of any other 
nation on earth, and that it must be a war 
on the German peopie as long as the German 
people subscribe to the policies of despotism 
in which they have been cradled. And at 
last accounts they appear to be pretty unani- 
mous in those policies. 

It is mot probable that Dr. Claxton wil] 
attempt to further defend his position. He 
is thoroughly loyal.

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IS SEED BY STATE 


State Department of Agricul- 
ture Warns Dealers Not to 
Sell Condemned Grain. 


Approximately $40,000 worth of corn 
meal and foodstuffs containing corn 
were seized in Atlanta this year by the 
state department of culture up to 
and including Wednesday, according to 
P. A. Methvin, pure food inspector for 
the department, who Wednesday gave 
a new warning to men handling such 
foods. 

Immediate arrest, he said, will fol- 
low the discovery by the state inspec- 
tors of any condemned grain or grain 
feed, the sale of which has not been 
reported to the food inspector’s office. 
The dealer will be the man arrested. 


Every dealer handling food that has 
been found to be faulty can move it 
only with the department’s permission 
and only by giving a complete state- 
ment showing the names and addresses 
of every man sold to, together with 
the amount that man purchased, If 
that buyer also is.a dealer he must 
make a similar statement when he re- 
sells the material. 

The seized foodstuffs in Atlanta in- 
cluded not only raw corn and corn 
meal, but many “sweet feeds,” which 
have molasses as one of their compo- 
nent parts. This molasses, it was said 
Wednesday, contains about 30 per cent 
of water, and, if not properly thinned, 
often holds as much as 60 per cent. 
The water causes the grain and other 
ingredients to rot and mold. 

Some of the material seized in this 
city is capable of being used for hog 
feed. Much of it is so thoroughly de- 
composed as to be useful only for fer- 
tilizer. All of it ts spoiled for human 
consumption. 

Mr. Methvin estimates that the loss 
in this state so far has beep at least 
$1,500,000. The matter has been taken 
up with the national government 
through G. C. Frank, recently appointed 
United States grain supervisor, who is 
asked to detail a force of his men to 
Georgia to make inspections and inves- 
tigations. ,The problem is in many re- 
spects federal, because the feeds are 
shipped into Georgia from other states. 


Enlistment Didn't Help 
Greene When He Jumped 
Bond; He’s in Jail Now 


Uncle Sam does not intend to have 
his army filled with criminals. This 


fact was fully demonstrated Tuesday 
when the military authorities at Camp 
Gordon turned over to the civil author- 
ities Paul Greene, who is under indict- 
ment in Fulton county for the theft 
of an automobile. 

Greene was indicted by the grand 
jury in September and was released 
on a $500 bond. When the case was 
called for trial in November he had 
completely disappeared and his bond 
was forfeited. James Smith, Greene’s 
bondsman, figured that Greene was 
worth $500 to him, so he started a still 
hunt for him. In a few days he was 
located at Camp Gordon, having en- 
listed in the army just before his trial.

An effort was immediately made to 
have Greene returned to the civil au- 
thorities. 

After the necessary red tape had been 
completed, an officer called at the camp 
to take Greene for a trip of indefinite 
duration to Atlanta. But the officer 
had to return a week later for the rea- 
son that at the time of the first trip 
Greene had a bad case of mumps and 
was confined to the hospital. However, 
Greene is now in the fail.

White Men From Three States 
_ Arriving Promptly—Many

Long lines of oivilians called into 
_service at Camp Gordon by the most 
_ recent draft besieged the national army 
Teceiving stations all day Wednesday 
and late in the night. 

By midnight Wednesday night ap- 
. proximately .4.000 of the 6,000 select- 
men who aré to report in thie contin- 
gent had shown up.
